SADHU VASWANI 

Even as a little boy, Thanvardas Vaswani was deeply affected by the 
sight of suffering and pain - be it the sight of an animal carcass at a 
butcher's shop or a poor woman begging on the street. Sadhu T. L. 
Vaswani is known for the message of love and compassion that he 
gave to all. To him every form of life was to be nurtured and 
respected. "Take my head but stop the slaughter," he is known to 
have said about the killing of animals for food. A close associate of 
Mahatma Gandhi during the freedom struggle, he later left the arena 
of politics and concentrated on education and the emancipation of 
women. 

Amar Chitra Katha traces the life of this extraordinary man who is 
regarded as a saint by his followers. 
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
